AST RABBIT MART 


Over 30,000 Bunnies Will Be 
Shipped From Ha'wesville 
This Winter, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HAWBDSVILLDB, Ky., Feb. 19.—That more 
rabbits are produced in Hancock County 
than any other community in Kentucky 
is evident from the great numbers that 
is annually shipped from this place. 

Although this is one of the smallest 
ccunties in the state in area, it is, no 
doubt, the largest rabbit market in the 
southern states, About 30,000 rabbits were 
shipped from Hancock County last winter 
to the big cities, to say nothing of the 
numbers consumed at home. Indications 
are that even a greater number will be 
Shie ped this winter. 

One merchant aione here has_ shipped 
nearly 10,000 and says he could use twice 
as many if he could get them. 

Most of the rabbits that are shipped 
are caught on snares by boys who make it 
a business of snuring every winter, and 
few are the boys nowadays on a farm 
who do not have from 10 to 20 or even W 
Snares set for ‘‘bunny’’ by the first frost 
fall. 

The snares are made by bending a small 
bush and fastening it to a prong, which is 
driven into the ground, by means of a 
trigger and button—the button being fast- 
ened to the string. 

A hangman's loop is then made and 
piaced around little pegs driven into the 
gSround. On the trigger is placed a piece 
of apple just inside the loop so that when

System May Be Adopted. 


“POST-HOLE” BILLS ARF 
‘ DISPLEASING SOLONS 


Considine-Burke Measure for Rail- 
road to Top of West Mountain 
Has Emphasized the Importance 
of Extending Superintendent’s 
Powers. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau of 
the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The Congress 
of the United States is the City Council of 
Hot Springs, Ark. That has been made 
mighty plain during the past few days in 
connection with the attempt of George 
Considine and Edward Burke of New York 
to get‘a franchise from the national legis- 
lature for a railroad to the top of West 

Mountain. 

The innocent-looking measure providing 
for the right of way for the road had 
drifted peacefully through the House of 
Representatives and was in a fair way to 
crowd through the Senate, when the story 
that the Burke-Considine combination was 
planning to establish a gaming resort at 
the skyward end of the line, began to go 
the rounds. Congress then sat down on 
the proposition with force and decision. 

This is about the first time that attention 
has been attracted to legislation by the 
“eity council’’ of ‘“‘the springs,” but it 
has been realized by members of the Sen- 
ate and House for a good many years that 
every time a dweller on the reservation 
wants to dig a post hole in his back yard 
or erect a hitching post in front of his 
home, he has to come before Congress and 
get a bill through before he can do it. 

At the present time there are half a 
dozen measures of this kind on their slow 
and stately way through the national leg- 
islature; proyiding for’ the laying of pipes, 
the stringing of wires and the like. 


Superintendent’s Duties. 


The reservation, as is wel! known, is un- 
cer the control of a supedintendent who 
owes ailegiance to the Interior Department, 
ant who has about as much jurisdiction 
over h's dgmain as a newly graduated mid- 
shi.raan has over a first-class battleship.

COYOTE THE ARCH-ENEMY 


Champion Chicken Thief, 


The coyote is the champion chicken thief, | 
having his cousin Reynard far 
Prairie bred chickens never know the sen- 
Sation of fences and pens, and always 
wander far afield in séarch of the scant 
insect life of the plains. On the outskirts 
of the chicken range lurks the coyote, and 
it is a clever chicken that can elude him. 

The ordinary dog is scant protection 
against the coyote’'s depredations, for un- 
less he is urged to the task he is much 
more apt to yield to the blandishments of 
his free roving relative and make friends 
with him than he is to make war on him. 
There are many ties of kinship. be- 
tween them to make thém enemies. The 
Staidest old house dog who will bark right 
valiantly at a coyote at midday may per- 
haps be seen frisking about with him at 


midright. 

The stockmen of the western half of 
Kansas admit that Mr. Lentz will have the 
hardest proposition in all his exterminat- 
ing career when he undertakes the coy- 
ote. Mr. Lentz himself is of the opinien 
that the only way to get rid of the fellow 
is to kill him off. 

Last vear he did some experimenting in 
an Oklahoma county that was particularly 
infested, and has come to the conclusion 
that coyote drives, systematically conduct- 
ed over large ereas of territory, are about 
the only means of freeing the country of 
his presence... Whether this is practicable 
or not Mr. Lentz does not pretend to say. 

His experiments proved one thing to his 
satisfaction—that the coyote is not the 
mighty jumper he has been thought. He 
will go under or through almost any wire 
fence that is built, but it take a very low 
board fence to discourage him. He wil] 
spend effort and time enough hunting a 
place to go through or under for his pur- 
suers to overtake and kill him. 

The rabbit is about the only prairie pest 
that the present Legislature will not at- 
tnck. The rabbit has been legislated out 
of existence so often, and has, with such un- 
abated zeal, continued to multiply and re- 
plenish the earth that the lawmakers have 
given it up as a bad job and now leave it 
to separate counties or the individual farm- 
ers and ranchmen to get rid of him as best 
they can. 

The rabbit furnishes more sport to the 
plainsman than any other creature of the 
prairies. In fact, whatever damage he 
Coes, and that is considerable, espe lally 
where there are young orchards, is almpst 
compensated for by the fun that is had 
with him. A rabbit drive is as good as a 
political meeting or a revival for the social 
heatur es that it furnishes.

@irected toward the extermination rather 
than the preservation of the native game. 
_The campaign began two years ago 
when “Prairie Dog’ Cave of Haskel! 
ecounty, introduced a bill appropriating 
98000 to carry on the warfare against the, 
prairie dog, the most picturesque, as well 
as most destructive pest of the plains. 
Cave's bill brought about the creation of 
the office of state prairie dog extermina- 
tor, which gave to its incumbent, D. E. 
Lentz of the State Agricultural College, no 
little notoriety. 

So successful was this first official cam- 
paign that the present Legislature was en- 
couraged to extend the warfare to pocket 
gophers, coyotes, crows, chicken hawks, 
Srasshoppers, and anything else that it 
Can think of before the day of adjourn- 
ment. State Prairie Dog Exterminator 
Lentz is thus in a fair way to have his 
@uties largely increased; while ‘Prairie

57 YEARS OF WEDDED 


LIFE FOR THIS JOLLY 
PAIR OF MISSOURIANS 


Mr.anpoMrs. RigvArD GROMWELL

MACON, Mo., Feb. 18.—Fifty-seven years 
ago the 28th day of this month Mr. and 
Mrs. Richard Cromwell, of this city, were 
married at Huntsville, Randolph county, 
Mo. They hold the "Macon county record 
for long experience in married life. 

The ceremony was performed hy Rev. 
Jimps Dysart, a noted Cumberland Pres- 
byterian minister, who had to ride all day 
long on horseback to fill the appointment, 
and the weather was a great dea] like the 
sort that Missouri has been blessed with 
recently. 

The anniversary will be observed this 
year at the residence of the couple with 
several of their relatives and friends 
present. 

Mr. Cromwell was born in Baltimore 
county, Md., June 16, 1824. He came to 
Missouri with his parents—Richard and 
Margaret Cromwell—in 1833. Their inten- 
tion was to ascend the Missouri river by 
boat from St. Louis to 8t. Joseph. They 
stored their wagon, team and household 
goods on a small steamer lying at the 
wharf. At that early day the river trafflo 
was not as great as it became a few years 
later. The captain wouldn't leave the 
city until he had enough freight to at 
least pay the salary of his pilot. he said, 
which was about $200 a month. The Crom- 
wells remained on the Kttle steamer two 
weeks, waiting for that blessed freight 


‘which didn’t come, and, at last, the -cap- 


tain announced that as cold weather was 
coming on and he didn’t want to risk 
sticking his boat in the ice ‘‘up in the wil- 
derness,’’ he guessed he would stay ‘where 
he was at.”” He told Mr. Cromwell that, 
if he would wait til spring he would feed 
and house him and his family, and then 
take them up to their destination. As 
Mr. Cromwell was anxious to get to doing 
something, he declined the captain’s unique 
offer and, hitching up his team, started 
overland to the interior of the state. 


Mr. Cromwell said at that period St. 
Louis was an inhospitable-looking frontier 
village. Standing on the deck, one couid 
look over the small houses and inns on 
the levee and see thick forests just be- 
yond. His mother observed that the spot 
seemed to be ideal for the raising of frogs 
and ducks. It never occurred to any of 
them that the irregular village would, in- 
side of a half century, become one of the 
greatest cities of the world. 

The Cromwell family stopped at Colum- 
bia, Boone County. In 1846, Richard, the 
son, came to Macon County and went into 
business at Bloomington, a rural settle- 
ment which became a thriving town a few 
years later, but went off the map when 
the railroads ‘‘gave it the go-by.’”’ There 
was a stage line operating between Bloom- 
ington and Huntsville. Jane Towner lived 
with her parents in the latter place and on 
the occasion of a business trip there Mr. 
Cromwell met the young woman who was 
destined to become his bride. 

In 1851 Mr. and Mrs. Cromwell moved 
to Columbia and lived there until 1876, 
when they went to Mexico and ran a ho- 
tel until 1880. Then they came to Macon 
and took charge of a large three-story ho- 
tel building, which had recently been erect- 
ed here, and called it “The Cromwell 
House.’ They ran that a number of years, 
when Mr. Cromwell retired from active 
business. 

Mrs. Cromwell was born in Fairfax Coun- 
ty, Va., Sept. 12, 1882, and is nearly two 
years older than her husband. She came 
to Missouri with her brother, Minor Town- 
er, in 1838. During the days when all the 
world was using Missouri tobacco, Mr. 
Towner was engaged in that business as 
a raiser and shipper, at Huntsville. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cromwell had eight sons 
and daughters, six of whom are yet liv- 
ing. They occupy a neat little cottage 
nome, in the center of a fashionable resi- 
dence district, and say they feel as young 
and happy as at any period of their lives.

OLLOWS LATER 


Custodian of Council Boodle Fund 
Will Answer Charge of Bribery 
at Butler, Mo., on Monday. 


“MAN FROM MEXICO” IS 
IMPROVED IN HEALTH 


First Prosecution for Circuit At: 
torney Sager in Celebrated Cru- 
sade—Boodle Fund to Be Sent 
Probably Tuesday. 


Charles Kratz, the former St. Louis coun- 
cilman, charged with having received the 
$60,000 boodle’ fund intended for distribu- 
tlon to the council ‘“‘combine”’ in mwayment 
for services in passing the famous ‘“Su- 
burban franchise” bill, left for Butler, Mo., 
Saturday night to stand trial under the in- 
dictment returned against him for bribery 
in the case mentioned, his trial opening in 
Butler Monday morning. 

Kratz was accompanied by one of his 
attorneys. Thomas K. Fauntleroy, and As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Fickeissen was 
also aboard the 8:10 Missouri Pacific train 
on which they traveled. Kratz's departure 
for Butler was accompanied by consider- 
able secrecy and but few persons knew 
that the man whose flight te Mexico and 
subsequent arrest and return from that 
republic to face the charges against him 
in St. Louis were exciting features of the 
war on boodie waged by Governor, then 
Circuit Attorney, Joseph W. Folk. 


Sager on the Scene, 
Preceding Kratz by one night, Circuit 
Attorney Arthur N, Sager, successor to 
Mr. Folk in the boudle prosecutions, left 
for Butler on the 8:10 train Friday night. 
The Kratz trial to begin in Butler tomor- 
row morning is the first important case 
against men indicted for boodling to be 
conducted by Mr. Sager, the new c.rcuit 
attorney. ; 

It wil] also be the first time that Kratz 
has been arraigned for trial, his flight to 
Mexico having beén taken before the date 
set for his trial had come around on the 
culendar. 

It Was thought that Circuit Attorney Sa- 
ger would take with him, under his per- 
sonal custody, the $60,000 in cash which fig- 
ures aS the council ‘‘boodle fund” in the 
Suburban franchise deal, but this was not 
the case. ‘The money is still held in St. 
Lauis, and, according to present plans, is 
net to be sent to Butler until needed as 


 evidenee in the trial of the case against 


IKkratz. It will in all Hkelihood leave St. 
Louis next Tuesday nght, and will be ac- 
companied by two detectives specially ap- 
pointed by Chief of Detectives Desmond 
to look after its safety in transit. 

In the trial of the case aguinst Kratz, 
opening at Butler tomorrow, a new judge, a 
successor to Judge Walter W. Graves, and 
« Repub.ican in politics, will sit in judg- 
ment. Judge Graves himself, who presided 
at preceding boodle tr.als in Butler, will be 
associated with the prosecution in the pres- 
ent instance. Judge Thomas B. Harvey is 
the associate of Attorney Thomas K. 
Fauntleroy in defense of Kratz, and local 
talent in Butler has also been engaged by 
the defense. 

Kratz is charged with having received, on 
behalf of the Council ‘‘combine,"’ the sum 
of $10,006 in cash from Philip Stock, ‘‘legis- 
lative agent’ of the Suburban Street Rall- 
way Co., this $60,000 being the Council's 
share of the famous $135,000 boodle fund 
with which the passage of the Suburban 
franchise bill was bribed through the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly, $75,000 going to the House 
“combine.”’ The money was deposited in a 
local trust company’s safe deposit vaults. 
and one key held by Philip Stock and by 
each of the Municipal Assembly ‘‘com- 
bines'"’ accred.ted representatives, Kratz 
acting for the Council crowd. 


Money Never Paid, 

The boodle ‘combine’ in the council 
kept iis agreement, on which the payment 
of the $60,000 bribe money was based, and 
passed the Suburban franchise bill which 
granted to the Suburban Street Railway 
Co. the right to make certain extensions 
of its system ‘n St. Louis. But, following 
the passage of that bill, a committee of 
citizens headec by ‘the late Deane Cooper, 
afterward assassinated by his negro em-

Piot Is Discovered by Syracuse Police Who Secure Conviction 


of Chief of 


‘“Biack Hand’’ 


Band in Central New 


York—Consp.rators Are Closely Watched.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Feb. 18.—After Josepfi 
Dagostino was sentenced today to one year 
in the penitentiary and fined $400 for vio- 
lating the excise law the police announced 
the discovery of a plot to kill the King 
of Italy and the county officers here who 
were instrumental in his conviction. 

Dagostino is the reputed leader of the 
Mafia or “Black Hand” in central New 
York. The police claim to know of 50 Ital- 
ians who have left Syracuse in terror of 
Dagostino’s crowd. The big leader swore 
violently in court when sentence was pro- 
nounced unon him. 

‘The police have known for some iime of 
the plans for the assassination of the Ital- 
jan King, and have closely watched the 
Italians concerned to see that none of them 
left the city. They have repeatedly raided 
Dagostino's saloon, each time arresting 
from six to ten men, whom they found

armed with stilettos, razors and revolvers. 
Those arrested were sentenced to the pen- 
itentlary for carrying concealed weapons.

Efforts are being made to secure a cer- 
tificate of reasonabie doubt upon which an 
appeal may be taken.

Authorities Advise Members Not 
to Attend Services Over Duke 
Sergius’ Remains—Terrorists

Sis- 
ow tmmedtately committed suicide. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 18.—Locked 
tight in his castle of Tsarskoe-Selo, as 
much a prisoner as the occupant of any 
fortress casemate in his realm, surround- 
ed by a triple ring of guards, fearful for 
his life even of the valet who serves or of 
the soldiers who watch over him — Czar 
Nicholas sits in deadly apprehension of the 
shot or exploding bomb which he firmly 
believes will yet end his life. 

Not a member of the imperial family 
dares to stir outside the stone walls of 
his palace. They have been condemned 
by the Nihilists’ tribunal to die. The Grand 
Duke Sergius’ fate showed them how well 
able are the revolutionists to execute their 
decrees 

Popular uprisings like the recent demon- 
stration in St. Petersburg the Cossacks put 
down with comparative ease. But against 
assassination even their vigilance cannot 
wholly guard. 

The police have confessed themselves un- 
able to guarantee: the safety of the impe- 
rial family if they appear in public, and 
implored them not to show themselves to 
the pegple. The warning has been heeded 
and to reach the Czar or any of those 
closely relatéd to him is almost impossible 
even for the highest officials of his govern- 
ment. 


Dowager Empress Warned. 
Despiie every precaution it is rumored 
that an anonymous communication has 
been smugg’ed to the Dowager Empress 
‘informing her that she will be the next to 
follow the late Grand Duke Sergius. 
Gen. Trepoff, governor-general of St.

KIELY DEFENDS POLICE 
DEPARTMENT WITH VIGOR 


Resents Intimation of Campaign 
Investigators That Transfers 
and Dismissals Were Made for 
Political Purposes. 


? 

The’ refusal of Harry B. Hawes to 
answer questions as » whether Gov. Folk 
knew of the sources from which the Dem- 
ocratic campaign fund was derived was 
the feature of yesterday's session of the 
House committee, which is inquiring into 
‘campaign financial facts. The committee, 
after an afternoon session, adjourned to 
meet tomorrow at Jefferson City. 

Mr. Hawes was the first witness of the 
afternoon. He early showed an inclination 
to regard the questions of the committee 
as outside the scope of its authorized in- 
quiry. His first recalcitrance was ob- 
servable when he was asked concerning 
his connection as an attorney with Cella, 
Adler & Tilles, owners of the Fair 
Grounds racetrack, bookmakers and own- 
ers of a commission firm. 

“I was employed by the Fair Grounds 
Association as an attorney,” he said, ‘‘but 
I seeyno reason why this committee should 
go into my private affairs. I consider it 
beyond the scope of the committee to in- 
quire into such subjects.”’ 

There was half an hour of discussion on 
this subject, when Conkling (Dem.) and 
Kleinschmidt (Rep.), members of the com- 
mittee, declared they agreed with Mr. 
Hawes, and Chairman Stewart abandoned 
that line of questioning. 

Dilligent questioning brought out state- 
ments that, so far as the witness knew, 
Cella, Adler and Tilles had made no politi- 
cal contribution to either party during the 
last campaign. 

“They employ several other attorneys,”’ 
however, “‘said Mr. Hawes, “and I cannot 
state positively that they did or did not 
make a contribution.”’ 

Soon afterward the big contest of the 
examination developed. Chairman Stewart 
asked Mr. Hawes whether Gov. Folk knew 
i where the Democratic campaign committee 
got its funds. 

Mr, Hawes parried. He said he supposed 
Gov. Folk had seen the statement filed 
by the Democratic state committee, which 
spoke for itself. 

Chairman Stewart was not satisfied. He 
pressed the quustion, and Mr. Hawes dé- 
clared his belief that it was not fair, and 
not within the scope of the committee, to 
ascertain his knowledge of the knowledge 
of Goy., . Folk. 


Smiles at Dark Hints. 
Committeeman Kleinschmidt took up the 
questioning and Mr. Hawes announced 
that he would refuse to answer. There 
were dark hints of what the committee 
could do by sutnmoning the witness before 
the bar of the House, but Mr. Hawes smil- 
ingly repeated his refusal. ’ 

The question was put in several different 
forms, the final one being: 

“Did Mr. Folk have any knowledge of 
where the campaign funds came from that 
were used by the Democratic state com- 
mittee in the last campaign? Do you know 
if Mr. Folk had any knowledge of the 
source from which these funds came? 
Mr. Hawes, without losing his smile, re- 
plied: 

“I refuse to answer that question. In my 
opinion, the committee has not the right, 
under the resolution creating it, to inquire 
Into my knowledge of Mr. Folk’s knowl- 
edge. I should like the privilege of con- 
sulting my laws books and conferr:ng with 
counsel before finally declaring that I will 
or will not answer."’ 

He asked for and was given a copy of 
the resolution creating the committee, and 
after studying it declared the committee 
was exceeding its authority in asking such 
questions. 

The committee and the witness parried 
for three-quarters of an hour, and Mr. 
Hawes was finally given permission to con- 
sult legal advice. He said if he found he 
was wrong he might return to the com- 
mittee room and reply to the question, 


Kiely Defends Police.

Busch Collected $900. 


August A. Busch. vice-president of the 
Anheuser-Busch - Brewing Association, 
followed Mr. McLeod. He said he col- 
lected and turned over to Theodore Bal- 
lard, treasurer of the Jefferson Club, 
after the nomination ef Folk, $900, 
which he supposed was used in the city 
campaign. He did not favor the nomina- 
tion of Folk, and knew of no fund 
raised for him among the brewers.

Young Faulkner Received Money. 

William R. Faulkner, Jr., private secre- 
tary to Chief of Police Kiely, told how he 
raised the police fund. He said his father 
was asked to secure contributions from 
members of the department, and he was 


given the task. He said no coercion was 
used; that the contributions were volun- 
tary. 

In addition to the fund raised from the 
patrolman, sergeants, lieutenants and cap- 
tains, he said he received $100 from Com- 
missioners Blong. Frye, Hanlon and Bal- 
lard, $50 from Dr. A. C. Robinson and $300 
collected in the stable department. 

Chief of Police Kiely, following Faukner, 
was asked for the names of the men who 
had been dismissed, and he said: 

“We never ‘job’ officers for failing to 
contribute to campaign funds. This com- 
mittee stems to think that some of the 
men who were dismissed were ‘jobbed’ for 
that reason. I want to gay that the St. 
Louls police department does not care 
for a man’s religion or his politics. That 
makes no difference. ‘I want this com- 
mittee to distinctly understand that no 
man was dismissed from the department 
for failure to contribute or for contribut- 
ing to any campaign fund, or for any other 
political reason. If the committee wants 
the names of the men who were dismissed 
it can have them for the past six months 
or six years from the secretary of the 
Board of Police Commissioners.”’ 

The committee decided to apply there 
for them, and ended the examination of 
the chief of police.

South African Millionaire Will 


Furnish Farms in Rhodesia and 
Advance Money to Colonists. 


Special ous to the Post-Dispatch and New 
York World, 

LONDON, Feb. 18.—The Salvation Army 
has not yet decided to accept the recent 
offer of Mr. Abe Bailey, the South African 
millionaire, of 30,000 acres of farm land in 
Rhodesia, 50,000 acres of pasturage, and an 
advance of £20,000 for settlers. 

One hundred families, Mr. Bafley sug- 
gested, should be allotted 300 acres of farm 
land each, leaving 50,000 acres for sheep and 
cattle pasturage. To each family £200 
would be advanced without security, repay- 
ment to be extended over a long term of 
years. 

Mr. Railley proposed to make the Salva- 
tion Army his agents in this undertaking. 
only stipulating that they should piace on 
the land families likely to make the scheme 
a success. 

Col. Lambe, of the army's emigration de- 
partment, pointed out that if the offer be 
accepted the settlers, to a very large ex- 
tent, will have to be recruited from experi- 
enced people who nave a knowledge of the 
conditions in Rhodesia. 

‘To convey ordinary emigrants from the 
overcrowded cities to the Rhodesian farms 
would be to court disaster,”’ he remarked. 

“At present the whole tendency of emi- 


gration is westward. To turn the stream of 
em.gration southward is an undertaking 
requiring careful consideration.”

Members of Panama Commission 
Receive Director’s Reimburse 
ments Despite the Fact They 
Are Specifically Prohibited. 


ACCUSED OF SERVING 
RAILROAD INTERESTS

Money Received Is Not Regarded 
as “Graft,” but Action of Mem- 
bers Has Made the Isthmus 
Company-a Olearing House. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—In the hearing 
before the House interstate foreign com- 
merce committee today it was admitted 
that members of the Canal Commission 
had been receiving fees as directors of the 
Panama Railroad Co. In one or two in- 
stances it was developed that members of 
the commission had been receiving divi- 
dends from shares of the Panama Rail- 
road Co. 

These bare admissions only feebly tell 
what the congressional investigation is try- 
ing to find out in relation to the work of 
the commission. 

The Isthmian Canal Commiasion has 
charge of the digging of the canal, and for 
the services rendered in this connection 
its members receive salaries of $1000 a 
month and so much per diem when absent 
from this country. It ie stipulated in er 
appointments that they shali have no other 
compensation. 

As members of the cana] commission they 
become directors of the Panama Rallroad 
Co., which is owned by the Panama Canai 
Co. This is not much of:a railroad. It is 
cnly 45 miles long and, compared with 
American lines, is not much of a property, 
but it owns a steamship line which con- 
nects with New York and operates several! 
steamers, and also it has contracts with 
the Pacific Mail line forcing that compan) 
‘to deliver all of its freight and passengers 
to this line. 


Contracts Are Important. 

These contracts and their reiations to the 
regulation of transcontinental lines make 
this short railway and its agreements oi 
the greatest importance, 

Formerly the directors of this company 
were those who were controlled by the 
French company. Wihen the French com- 
pany -passed to the ownership of the 
Anitrican company the control of this rail- 
road became cof great importance to the 
American transcontinental railroad lines 
if they stood by the existing agreement: 
with the Pacific Steamship. line it was tc 
the interest of the American railroads, bu. 
if the agreements should be broken ana 
the rates reduced it would be a serious 
nia tter, 


It Was a slow process of transfering the 
raliroad company to the United States, an 
it is not certain whether “it is now in thy 
control of the government. 

One of the things which happened was 
that the law firm of Sullivan & Cromwel. 
of New York, which hed om 
sa@le of the nch canal e Unitec 
States, and by the trantaotion made tw. 
nillion dollars or more, became the attor- 
neys of one-seventieth of the stock of th: 
Panama railroad. 

This does not seem on its face to be 
much of a job, but if the big Americar 
transeontinental iines are interested in the 
minority it becomes a different proposi- 
tion. 

At any rate independent of the influence 
of these attorneys the Panama cana] com- 
moa —— became directors of the 

railroad. As such they drawing 
fees, despite the fact that it was express!

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 18.—Mrs. Jane 
L. Stanford, now 8) years old, was poisoned 
several weeks ago. The affair was kept 
quiet while detectives worked upon the 
case. Whether the poisoning Was the result 
of an accident or design has not been an- 
nounced. 

The poison was contained in a bottle of 
mineral water and Mrs. Stanford owes 
her life to the fact that it was there in 
such quantity that it served as an emetic. 
Sufficient poison was found to have killed 
a dozen persons. 

Mrs. Stanford left Thursday for Japan to 
recover from the terrible experience. She 
was ill when she sailed on the steamer 
Korea, akmost a nervous wreck. 

The poisoning oecurred about Jan. 20. As 
soon as she became il] Mrs. Stanford real- 
ized that she was suffering from poison. 
She drank a quantity of hot salt water, 
which, together with the fact that the 


poison was an overdose, acted as a prompt 
emetic, and when her physician arrived she 
was out of danger. 

Mrs. Stanford's servants are eight in 
number, of whom five are Chinese. Some 
months ago she discharged her butler. 
who had been in her service for an 
years.

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AN OVERSHADOWING PRESIDENT. 

President Roosevelt has paid tardy respect to the con- 
titution of the United States by reducing his San Domingo 
policy to the terms of a formal treaty and submitting it 
to the Senate. 

‘his is the third of the Senate’s immediate and salutary 
victories over the personal government of Mr. Roosevelt. 
The first, came when, in the face of an open executive at- 
tempt at coercion, it exercised its constitutional right to 
amend the arbitration treaties. The second came when 
the judiciary committee decided that appointmenis made 
on the theory of a constructive recess were tilegal, The 
third has come in the submission of this treaty to a Sen- 
ate which the President tiad determined to ignore in carry- 
ing out his imperialist domination policy. 

It is no exaggeration to say that the importance of these 
three victories is out of all proportion to the questions in- 
volved, important as those questicns may be. It is evident 
at last that Mr. Roosevelt is not“to be left unopposed to 
carry out his theories of persona] government without re- 
straint. In view of his past performances, it is not »asy to 
overestimate the credit that the Senate deserves for its 
sturdy insistence on the observance of constitutional meth- 
ods of procedure. 

For three years Mr. Roosevelt has pursued a policy of 
cumulative usurpation of powers. 

He invented the constructive recess for the benefit of his 
friend, Gen. Leonard Wood. 

He issued pension order No. 
presidential campaign. 

He practically dismembered the republic of Colombia to 
complete his, isthmian canal policy, and paid Panama 310,- 
000,000 by diverting an appropriation made to carry out the 
terms of the treaty with Colombia. 

He closed the Indianola postoffice in defiance of law, be- 
cayse a pastmistress had been intimidated into resigning. 

He jammed the Cuban treaty down the throat of a re- 
luctant Congress in order to round out his Cuban policy. 

He tore up the Monroe doctrine and invented a pre- 
posterous doctrine of his own to satisfy his notion of w hat 
the relations between the United States and other Ameri- 
can republics should be. 

He undertook to administer the finances of San Domingo 
for an indefinite term of years and guarantee the republic’s 
debt of %32,000,000 on the auchority of a mere executive 
agreement, without consulting the Senate. 

He took possession of certain Dominican custom houses 
by virtue of an arbitration award of disputed constitution- 
ality. | 

He attempted to coerce the Senate into ratifying the 
arbitration treaties by the publication of the Cullom corre- 
spondence. 

He has persistently interfered in important matters of 
legislation. Bills are drawn by the attorney-general, ap- 
proved by the President and carried to Congress to be 
passed as executive measures. A subservient House has 
surrendered completely to the President’s patronage and 
power. It is no longer a deliberative body. In the Senate 
alone do free speech, free thought and free action prevail. 

If Congress, in its entirety; were not to be reduced to 
the status of a mere machine for recording the will of the 
executive it was time the Senate asserted its constitutional 
prerogative. 

The Post-Dispatch regrets the death of the arbitration 
treaties. It has been a consistent advocate of arbitration 
as a great American principle, dating from the treaty of 
Ghent. Tt denounced Mr. Cleveland’s Venezuelan message 
and insistently demanded that the dispute be submitted to 
arbitration, which was done. It was in sympathy with Mr. 
Roosevelt’s attempt to negotiate general arbitration treat- 
ies, and it recognizes the Senate’s position as an obstacle 
which makes for delay in the application of this principle 
of international concert. 

But the constitution must be upheld. Mr. Roosevelt, by 
a long series of usurpations, has made it imperative that 
the Senate maintain not only its own rights, but the organ- 
ic rights of the nation itself. Not even the desire to ac- 
complish a laudable purpose can be substituted for the 
constitution and for the supremacy of the constitution. 
The Senate’s attitude toward the San Domingo affair, to- 
ward the constructive recess and toward the arbitration 
treaties is more than a rebuke to Mr. Roosevelt. It is a 
rebuke as well to the apparent inclination on the part of 
the public to acquiesce in personal government. It is a re@ 
minder to the country that this is a government of enu- 
merated powers, with all deiined checks and balances, and 
that the executive is only one of the co-ordinate branches. 
In taking an oath to support the constitution the mem- 
bers of these other branches have also taken an oath to 
prevent any encroachments on their fundamental rights and 
to resist any usurpation of powers. They cannot consent 
to a personal government without violating this solemn 
obligation. 

The Senate has not only exercised a plain constitutional 
right, but it has rendered a great service to the republic 
and to republican institutions. 
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“The husband shall not be liable for the torts of his wife,” 
says a new bill in the Legislature. This is not a typo- 
graphical error for “thoughts” or “debts.” Jt means such 
acts of a wife’as may cause damage suits. Then he is not 
responsible for her retorts.

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THE AUTOMOBILE IN WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 
The experiments of Maj. Squire in using trees in wireless 


telegraphy were announced by telegraph in the Post-Die- 
pateh and the methods he employed were afterwards defined 
from his own statements of them. Since then a number of 
photographs have appeared illustrating his field work, the 
most remarkable of which is the “transmitting station on 
wheels,” shown as it has just stopped on the turnpike to 
send a wireless message. It is an automobile fitted with the 
necessary apparatus for making connections and sending 
such messages as in the Squire experiments were received 
by using trees as receiving stations. 

By a series of tests, Maj. Squire has determined to his sat- 
isfaction the remarkable fact that when a tree is thus used 
as a receiving station, the “electric oscillation’ in which 
the message comes through the air or ether is set up in the 
tree itself rather than in the wire he attaches to the tree 
from its fork to a nail @riven near the root. His experi- 
ments are still being carried on in the signal corps of the 
United States army, of which he is a member. Other ex- 
periments just made at New Haven, Conn., confirm his state- 
ments. The results already accomplished will make portable 
wireless service a part of the regular army equipment an‘ 
the principle he has established may have af almost in- 
definite extension of its usefulness in other directions 


HAECKEL’S IDEAS AND EXPERIMENTS. 

In his latest book, recently published in an American 
edition, Prof. Ernst Haeckel defines himeelf as a “‘hylo- 
zoist."" A hylozoist, unless he is false to his derivation, be- 
Vieves that all matter is “‘alive."’ Iron and the metals, gran- 
ite rock and other rocks not formed from the remains of 
anima] life, as are limestone and the other “aqueous rocks,” 
have under this theory what the “hylogoist,” when he is 
forced to the defensive, might call a “potential vitality.”’ 
This would also be true of the air and all the gases. so that 
from the rarest gas to the coldest and densest solid, all sub- 
stances are thus considered as a part of the same Hfe, which 
develops in men and other animals. Prof. Haeckel has 
spent a large part of his working life attempting to prove 
this by creating an animal himself through spontaneous gen- 
eration. With the accuracy of a scientist in stating résults, 
he gives the result of all his experiments thus far as zero. 
But though he has not actually created or developed out 
of “inorganic matter,” after it had been sterilized, what he 
could conscientiously report to the world as a single microve 
or baccilus or rotifer, he still remains, in his latest report 
of himself as a theorist, as aggressively a “hylozoist’ as 
ever. 


THE POTSDAM DEADLOCK. 

In the neighborhood of Potsdam there is an ancient stump 
of what in the time of Frederick the Great was a German 
linden tree. Under this tree Frederick the great often rest- 
ed and often received petitions from his subjects when they 
were protesting against the war taxes he imposed on them 
under his system of collecting all the cost of his wars at 
once rather than pay interest on loans. 

It is on this stump that the deadlock between the Kaiser 
and the people of Potsdam hinges. The people of Potsdam 
wish to run a new trolley road over the stump in the in- 
terest of progress. The Kaiser, in the interest of the 
legendary past, insists on the stump against which his famous 
relative once leaned his back, as a sacred relic.

PHOTOGRAPHS WITHOUT LIGHT. 
From Collier’s Weekly. 

It has recently been found that if sections of wood are 
placed in contact with a photographic plate and both are 
kept in absolute darkness a picture of the wood is obtained. 
These photographs usually show the annual rings of the 
stem section; sometimes it is the spring growth which is 
most active on the plate and sometimes it is the denser 
autumn growth which has the greater effect. The wood 
of all trees does not show the same degree of activity, 
some woods being nearly inert; thus the wood of oak or 
beech is active, that of elm or horse chestnut comparatively 
inactive. The wood seems to be the only part of the tree 
which has this peculiar power, since no pictures are given 
by the bark and stem. 

Experiments have shown that it is the resinous principles 
of the wood which are the effective agents in this phe- 
nomenon. The common resins are all active on the photo- 
graphic plate in the dark, although the true gums, like 
gumarabic or cherry gum, are quite inactive. It is also said 
that if resins be dissolved in alcohol and the alcoholic solu- 
tion be painted onto paper, the paper will be active on the 
sensitive plate. 

If a séction of wood is exposed to bright sunlight for five 
or ten minutes and then allowed to act on the plate its 
power is found to be greatly increased. This increase in 
power persists for several days and even weeks.

ABOUT “DER BOSS,” 


How a Sandbank in Ohio River! 
Cost Old Brown Presi- 
dent $10,000, 


The other day, and for first time in many 
moons, the name of Chris Von der Ahe 
broke into print in connection with the 
great American game. It was not always 
so. Back in the late eighties and early 
nineties the sporting pages of the paners 
were not comple without a story about the 
bix ex-magnate of St. Louis. With his 
rotund figure, his broad, Teutonic face and 
his twisted English, Von der Ahe was, per- 
haps, the most picturesque character that 
ever broke into the ranks of baseball mag- 
nates. He was credited with making many 
funny breaks about the game and players, 
and humorists among the sporting writers 
and players worked overtime concocting 
amusing tales of the Weber and Fields’ 
brand that were attributed to ‘der boss of 
the St. Louis Browns."’ However, Von der 
Ahe finally went down and out. His first 
jolt could probably be laid to the door of 
the cold water and a big sand bar in the 
Ohio. It was this wise: 

In 189) John Brush came to Cincinnati 
from his “When’"’ clothing store in Indian- 
wnpelis, and purchased the Redland club.

Cotton Rather Active, 


The cotton markets have been moderate- 
ly active the past week, with a rising 
tendency owing to the continued small 
movement from plantations, the firmness 
of spot markets in the Sovth and the re- 
markable strength at Liverpool. 

A better demand for spot cotton 
oped early in the week here, as wel! 
the South, and at Liverpool from 
ners’ agents, and the spot markets 
risen everywhere to the highest point 
the opening of the calandar year, 

Trade reports from Manchester and 
custershire have been encouraging and 
have gone a great way in stimulating hold- 
ers in the South and in strengthening the 
Spot demand and maintaining the advance 
in prices for both spots and futures. 

Most of the mills throughout Great Brit- 
ain are reported as sold ahead on their 
product up to early fall, and many up to 
December, The same reports come from 
the manufacturing centers in Germany 
and France. 

Trade is a a up on a more extensive 
scale with India, China and South Amer- 
ica, and the indications are that the 
world’s consumption of American cotton 
will be on a heavier scale this year than 
ever before in the history of the staple, 
and probably exceed 11.250000 vales. 

The maximum advance in prices from 
the low point of last week, Friday, in 
this market, amounts to about 40 points 
on the March option and 20 to 25 points 
on the rest of the list. This has brought 
the market back to within 10 and 15 
points of the high level established in 
the rise of a fortnight ago, when prices 
here went oS to the basis of 7%c to 7%c 
per pound for the various options. 

Spot cotton here has advanced 20 
points to the basis of 7.90 per pound for 
middling, which compares with 7c, the 
price quoted at the close of January. At 
most points in the south prices are now 
on the basis of 7%c again, while 7%c is 
the asking price at orfolk, Augusta, 
St. Louis. Houston and somee other large 
interior markets. 

At Liverpool spot cotton has advanced 

the equivalent of 30 points and is selling 
there at 44d per pound for middling, 
which is equivalent to 8%c in our money. 
This is nearly on a shipping parity with 
the southern market, and if the strength 
there is maintained there ought to be a 
much larger export movement from the 
south in the near future. 
Thus far, spinners’ agents and _ spot 
dealers have appeared to be willing buy- 
ers from 7\%c to 7T¥%ec in the south, but 
many believe they would not follow any 
advance to 8c, but would rather with- 
draw from the markets, pending further 
developments, as everybody knows from 
the actual count of the bales as they 
passed through the gin houses in ac- 
cordance with the returns collected by 
the United States census bureau, that the 
south has raised a crop in the nefghbor- 
hood of 138.250.000 bales, and as only 
about 9 2°° 990 bales have been marketed 
thus far, from the opening of the season, 
Sent. 1. to date, there are still about 
4,000,000 bales in the south which will be 
available at some price.

NOT MUCH EFFECT LOCALLY. 


Legitimate and Speculative Opera- 
tions Badly Restricted by 
Present Conditions. 


BY GEORGE D. L. KELLEY. 

Manipulation has at last broken into the 
open. Whether it was that the bullish 
conditions in wheat that the Wall street in- 
terest had bought on failed to develop, or 
that speculation failed to back their game, 
it is certain that something forced their 
hand and made them show their strength, 
nerve and possibilities. They certainly have 
the sinews of war, and can stack up 
enough dollars to take care of their deal, 
west or the east side, is classed with the 
soft winter of the central] states, for the 
simple reason that it is red winter, if it 
does come from a d!fferent climate. There 
is a considerable amount of this coast 
wheat in the public stock, and of: the 900,- 
(00 bushels contract grade in store here, it 
is stated that 80 per cent was more or less 
of this wheat mixed in.

Never 
before on this crop of excessive high prices 
has actual business been so d in the 
flour trade and consequently in cash wheat, 
and in genera] speculation as it is now. 
It has been bad enough, but it is at its 
woret now. Jobbers and bakers of flour 
are afraid to stock up at present prices 
with the uncertainty that always attends 
ménipulation, and the man who handles 
the cash wheat consequently finds nothing 
but a merest requirement demand to re- 
lieve him of his offerings. A sharp and 
great rise in Chicago may bring the buyers 
after flour with a rush, fearing much high- 
ec prices will be made, just as English bak- 
ers did when war between the United 
States and Spain broke out, but that will 
be the only condition that will liven up the 
cash demand.

Certainly it appears evident that foreign 
markets will not become greatly excited 
over the threat of $1.50 wheat in America. 
Foreigners have not been exercised to any 
extent by the short crop stories and specu- 
lative advances in this country so far this 
Season. It is move likely that the. Indian 
and Argentine conditions, if they continue, 
will be the bullish influences abroad, then 
hardly to the extent that foreigners will 
adjust thelr ideas to the fictitious basis 
that manipulation in America promises to 
ae about.

BARTHOLDT IS CONSULTED 


President Confers With Missouri 
Congressman Concerning Pro- 


ject in Contemplation.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 
Rooseveit . has not abandoned his idea o 
obtaining, @ith the leading powers of the 
world, definite, comprehensive and effective 
arguments as to a scheme of international 
arbitration. 

Tt will be his effort to have the matter 
fo presented to the attention of the 
second Hague conference, to be held at the 
conclusion of the Russo-Japanese war, as 
to Insure favorable ‘action of a character 
that will be binding upon all the powers 
Signatory to the proposed new convention. 

Instructions will be given to the repre- 
Sentatives of the United States at the 
conference to press for such an agreement, 
which, it is believed, would be more effect- 
ive than the genera! treaties entered into 
individually. 

Notwithstanding the Senate's action, 
thérefore, in so amending the treaties as 
to prevent the exchange of ratifications, 
the president wil] endeavor to obtain even 
More tangible results through the plan he 
now has in mind. \ 

‘He discussed the subject of international 
arbitration today with Hayne Davis of 
New York, who has. made a study of the 
@ubdject, and Represenative Bartholdt of 
Miasourl, president of the Interpariiamen- 
tary Union.

He was deelgate to the last nationa! con- 
vention from Arizona, and is now attorney 
general of the territory. He has served as 
a member of the territoria! council and as 
justice of the Supreme Court of Arizona, 
While on the bench between 1889 and 1893 
he became widely known for his decision 
establishing the justice of the then novel, 
but now accepted, contention that tirrigat- 
ing canal companies are not in any wise 
owners of the water the canals carry.

at them. Although there were several of the older fgmilies 
who, a8 a matter of personal opinion, did not believe in 
the Fair project, yet representatives of these families signi- 
fied their desire to be included among the guests invited 
to the functions, 

“Again, ginerally speaking, there is little change to be 
noticed or apprehended, The real quality of Society: here 
has been fixed for many years. Apart from an agreeable 
and necessary enlivenment, the visits of the various foreign 
diplomatists could not affect us. That our outlook has 
been broadened is quite true, however, not in the least so 
far as regards manners, but in our understanding of other 
peoples, our comprehension of and sympathy with them 
and their affairs. This must be one of the great goods 
of the Fair. : : 

“The chief reason,” said Mr. Hoblitzelle, “why there 
will be little, if any, change noticed here is because the 
younger sets in Society saw little or nothing of the foreign 
entertair.ments, Whether the reason of this was on ac- 
count of the large official list or whether the young men 
and girls did not consider them interesting and worth 
while is beside the question. The point is that our 
younger set in St. Louis missed opportunities which may 
never, perhaps, be placed before them again. And our 
younger set nevded this big World's Fair lesson. In gommon 
with the younyer sets of other large American cities, there 
is a cufiots absence of tone about ours. College life, a 
remarkable freedom from restraint by parents, many causes 
have led to the present condition, chiefly Sapennate when 


considering the discouraging hopes held out for the future 
eiegance ‘of our Society. It seems natura! for the last 
generation budding out into the world to shock the sus- 
ceptibilities and ideas of their parents, at least it seems 
to have become natural for the parents to bewail the 
changes in manners since they were young. However. the 
ehange from the charm of the eighteen-sixties and seven- 
ties to the fazhion of today seems a sad falling away, and 
it is difficult to connect the two The great saving 
clause of the present manner of the younger sets is. in 
its greater approach to absolute truth and frankness. 

“{f the older members of our Society appeared oftenes, 
the effect would be felt at once, and the improvement of 
this part of our social life would be apparent. But apart 
from the Imperial Club, which dates from 1865, I believe, 
and some few affairs of the still older Catholic and Episco- 
pahan sets, the entertainments in St. Louis are confinea 
almost: entirely to younger people. It is a great pity. 
for among the older married people here can be found 
both men and women distinguished by pre-eminent charm 
and worth, and whose presence in any assemblage would 
be counted au addition. 

“These people,” said Mr. Hoblitzelle, “many of whom 
were the bright particular stars of their younger day, are 
the very sort most necessary to the life of Society, Their 
retirement from the scene leaves a blank which nothing 
but the appearance of worthy followers can fill. It is a 
mistake to suppose Society composed of idlers whose ¢hiet 
aim is to devise means whereby time may be passed most 
pleasantly and with the least ot rsa of heart action or 


brain tissue. Below the deidioe of things I believe even 
the youngest and most frivolous Society to be based on 
very humanitarian impulse. 

“It is revolting to entertain the supposition that one 
belongs to or participates in Society for the Bg GORE! 
of the forgetfulness or the amusement of self, ot the 
furtherance of worldly ambitions. The basic impulse of 
rational beings is towards and for their kind, and in what 
we term’ Society, we see men and women reaching out 
questioning and weleoming hands to each other, the ques- 
tion and the welcome having grown into form and life 
through waiting and preparation, The preparation must 
be within the individual, it matters little his grandsire or 
his riches, they are least adjuncts after all; in his prepara- 
tion his own heart and soul must dictate his policy. Con- 
sequently in América one meets wonderfully charming 
men and women with every distinguishing mark of gentle 
breeding who have, as the expression is now, ‘just arrived’ 
in Society. And they prove the ones to strike out new 
harmonies and set higher ideals for the Society perhaps 
grown tired and weary. St. Louis is distinctly slow and 
circumspect in the regard where women are concerned, 
men, as a rule, finding it far easier to be tecognized. But 
the newcomer once admitted is firmly established in the 
good books, and it is his or her fault if success does not 
follow. 

‘St. Louis Society is curiously lacking in demand for 
variety, to say nothing of particular talent. It is with 
almost a

dead. A pencil was grasped 

in his lifeless fingers when attendants reached 

him. The man was a mystery to those about him, 

although he had been known in M’ssouri’s uni- 
versity town for ten years. 

The mystery enveloping this strange character 
Was one in which numberless women figure. His 
trunks were found full of letters from young gir!s 
and married women. There were thousands of 
such names. In the majority of cases the writers 
did not know personally the man to whom they 
were writing. Their letters were in answer to 
communications from him, asking permission to 
eal] or to correspond. In some instances the per- 
mission was granted. In others it was refused. 
Ie addition to these letters, hundreds of pictures 
ef young women and other clippings from 
newspapers were found. All the latter related to 
women, containing either lists of names or items 
ef news concerning one or more specified women. 

The people of Columbia do not know what to 
make «f this remarkable individual. Was he a 
second ‘‘Lord Barrington,’’ striving to delude 
and prey upon foolish women? Was there a sin- 
ister menace in these data concerning women? It 
was known that Smith had assumed the cloak of 
religion while he was collecting these peculiar 
records and forcing his attentions upon women 
to whom he was unknown. Many St. Louis names 
figure in his lists. 


LETTER received by Coroner Moss P. Parker of 
Columbia from a yuoung woman living in Lawrence, 
Kan., asked that Smith’s body be shipped to her.

And the people of Columbia are wondering if this 
strange S. W. Smith, carpenter, ex-convict, divorced man, 
apparent bigamist, miscellaneous correspondent and wooer 
of many unknown women, was taking the first steps to- 
ward becoming a preacher of the Word when the Grim 
Reaper intervened, 

Side by side in his trunk were Bibles, portraits, tracts and 
love-letters from foolish women not averse to flirtation 
with strangers, and hundreds and hundreds of letters 
from innocent girls. Interspersed among these were the 
amazing clippings collected and kept by Smith—personal 
clippings about women in the towns of Missouri, Kansas 
and Oklahoma. What use did he purpose to make of the 
information thus gleaned from the local columns of news- 
papers ? 

That. he did not hesitate to write to girls or married 
women whoin he had never met is a fact established be- 
yond dispute. Here is a letter in point:

These are fairly representative examples of the style of 
the many letters found in Sinith’s trunk. In some instances 
the writers scem to have been women of education and re- 
finement. In others they appear as foolish, uneducated 
and ill-raised girls. 

And so the collection goes on almost interminably, its 
one unfailing feature being that every item clipped and 
kept related to women. One girl’s purse had been snatched, 
a Missouri woman kept her word to a dying man, two wom- 
en had been hurt in a collision, a woman’s residence had 
heen robbed, a reckless bicyclist ran over a young woman, 
a girl had an exciting experience with a runaway horse, 
a Peoria girl was injured in a street car accident in St. 
Louis—thus the items run. And always the address of the 
woman concerned is given in the clippings that Smith kept. 
And there were thousands of such names and addresses. 

Opposite many names Smith made a mark, sometimes a 
date. Some he-marked “answered,” apparently meaning 
that he had written. 

Although known in Columbia as long as ten years ago, 
Smith had not been a resident of that town during all 
the intervening time. He was a carpenter and seemed to 
drift about from place to place trusting to luck to se- 
cure employment. It was his custom, according to other 
letters and postal cards found in his trunk, to write to some 
person in the town where he wished to locate temporarily, 
asking what were the prospects for finding work at his 
trade. ’ 

But all the time he was keeping up his peculiar task of 
collecting items concerning girls and young women and 
pursuing his hobby of writing to hundreds of them, asking 
permission to call. He was about 35 years old at the tine 
of his death. It is said of him by the Columbia (Mo.) 
Herald that his love affairs in Columbia ten years ago 
“were more numerous than commendable.” 

A searching investigation is being made to throw light 
on the mystery of his peculiar life and personality. The 
people of Columbia fear that they have been harboring an 
abborrent geniug in Smith's person and the official inquiry 
is being made as searching as possible. Further surpris- 
ing revelations are expected in the near future.

My own horses are never driven with 
either check rein or curb chain, not even 
when in training as colts’ I have bred and 
broken several of mv hest-looking horses. 
If a horse is trained and treated rightly 
and is of good stock, it will hold its head 
quite well enough without any artificial 
aid. If it is not a blood horse, but of com- 
mon stock. it is a eruelty to try to make 
the poor thing into an aristocrat by me- 
chanical deviees. One cannot make a silk 
purse out of a sow’s ear’ The check rein 
is therefure proof that the horse is low 
bred. 


straining every muscle to pull their heavy loads up the 
incline, are often thrashed unmercifully by their drivers, 
till the blood starts from their sides. 

The St. Louis Humane society is also about to agitate 
for laws to regulate the use of the bearing rein and check 
rein. While this method of improving a horse's carriage 
may be necessary during training, it is claimed that no 
gool purpose is served by its use when the horse is fully 
crown. In hot weather the practice is cruel in the ex- 
treme, as the w retched animal is unable to swing its head 
and keep the flies from settling on its eyes. 

The check rein is more cruel than the bearing rein, as it 
maintains a constant pressure, not only on the anima’ » 
mouth and palate, but also on the-crest of the head. The 
check rein is attached to the saddle hook, passes over the 
head between the ears, then forks down over the bridge to 
the rings on either side of the bit. When tightly strapped. 
the animal can only turn its head on one side. In the 
streets of St. Leute: you may often see these horses with 
tongues lolling from the mouth, foam dropping from the 
jaws and their whole aspect one of extreme distress, as 
a resu't of the check reins. One effect of the bearing and 
check rein upon the vertebrae of the animal's neck is te 
jamb them together, bowing the lower part of the neck 
into an unnatural arched position and causing the skir 
of the upper neck to wrinkle into tight folds.

The tightness of the gut has already 
much of the pain of the animal, and after the 
the hair is tied down over the wound, which 
has been cauterized or seared with a hot iron. Resin «is 
generally melted over the stump to stop bleeding. The 
wound will heal rapidly, but ever afterwards the animal is 
bereft of nature’s protection against flies. 

“Nicking” is to make the horse carry his tail in the air 
after he has been docked. Very often the tail droops after 
he has lost several of the joints, so by making several deep 
cross cuts the under side of the tail and then at- 
taching the final hairs of the tail to a cord and pulley the 
tail is held in an elevated pisition until such time as 
the wounds heal by granulation. Nowadays it is general- 
ly found that a subcutaneous incision of the flexor tendons 
is sufficient to raise the tail permanently to the desired 
fashionable height. The wretched animal can never agafh 
lower his tail, but must carry it always over his back. 

Some persons have been known to adopt the primitive a 
method of sawing off the tail or hacking it off with a 
hatchet. This frequently results in inflammation or blood-

poisoning. 

A law recently passed in San Francisco makes the dock- 
ing of horses a punishable offense, and it is the hope of the 
St. Louis humanitarians to get a similar law passed 
here.

In the 
metter of bitting a horse there should also be some super- 
Ignorant and brutal drivers often use a ‘full 
port’ bit of such an exaggerated type that the ‘port’ is 
constact'y against the roof of the mouth and every 
clumsy jerk of the rein must cause agony to the animal. 
When a bearing rein is used in conjunction with a full 
‘port’ bit, plus the curb chain, vigorous movement on the 
pert of the horse results in suffering of a most unnecessary 
kind. A strong driver can inflict a terrible amount of suf- 
fering on his harmless, dumb. servant.
